Physicians, in Consultation, 
Diagnose His Illness as 
Slight Congestion 
of the Lungs. 


LOOKS LIKE PNEUMONIA. 


Drs. Janeway and Riggs Called In 
by James, Who Admits Seri- 
ousness of Patient’s Case 
After Good Day. 


New York, Jan. 10.—[Special. ]}—~—Marshali 
Field's iliness was tonight diagnosed as con- 
Sestion of the lungs. 

After a favorable day Mr. Field’s condi- 
tion this evening changed and took a more 
serious aspect. Dr. Walter B. James, who 
has been in attendance since Mr. Field’s 
arrival in New York, at once called into con- 
sultation Dr. Edward G. Janeway and Dr. 
Austin F. Riggs. 


Pneumonia Is Indicated. 

At the end of the consultation it was an- 
nounced that Mr. Field was suffering from 
a slight congestion of the lungs. It was 
admitted that it was pneumonia. 

Drs, Janeway and Riggs remained in con- 
sultation with Dr. James for a long time. It 
is said that the physicians found that both 
lungs were affected. 

Dr. James is authority for the statement 
given out at 11 o'clock that the condition of 
Mr. Field is grave. 

Stanley Field, a nephew, arrived here from 
Chicago today and is at the bedside of his 
uncle. 

Dr. Frank Billings of Chicago, the family’s 
consulting physician, has been telegraphed 
for. 

Change for Worse at Night. | 

Statements made early in the evening, be- 
fore the consultation, were optimistic. Mrs. 
Field said that unless complications devel- 
oped Mr. Field would be up and about ina 
few days. 

Dr. James had said the attack of bronchitis 
probably was brought on by drafts to which 
Mr. Field ‘had been subjected while on the 
train while on his way here. Today Dr. 
James gave out a bulletin saying Mr. Field 
had passed a comfortable night and that his 
condition was much improved. 


Henry Dibblee and John G. Shedd received 
telegrams stating that there was no change 
in Mr. Field’s condition during the afternoon. 
At 8 o’clock the condition of the patient prac- 
tically remained the same as it had been 
threugh the preceding night. 


Neither Mr. Dibblee nor Mr. Shedd believed ‘ 


that his condition was dangerous, although 
they said that his illness was such that it 
was @ifficult to foresee just what course it 
might take. 


STORK GETS CHILLY WELCOME 
IN PHILADELPHIA SOCIETY. 


Sociologist Declares Women of Elect Cir- 
cles and Some in Middle Classes Open- 
ly Advocate Race Suicide. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Jan. 10.—[Special.}—Dr. 
Charlotte Abbey, a noted sociologist, startled 
Philadelphia today by declaring that mane 
society women, and some of the middle class» 
as well, had come to her in an effort to dis- 
pose of their children. Dr. Abbey refused to 
disclose any names, but declared she evep 
had been offered money to rid certain mother~ 
of the responsibility of caring for their chil- 
dren. 

* Women of society and of the solid middle 
class, so often linked to all that is respectable 
and upright, often come to me with children 
they desire to dispose of. Often thesé women 
are of the class that calls itself ‘ socially 
elect.’ 

‘‘In my position as superintendent of the 


Women’s Directory, which has for one of ite | 


objects investigation of causes of desertio 
and neglect of paternal obligations, I often 
have been brought In contact with women of 
fashion who, in their desire to seek amuse- 
ment, and at the same time shirk the cares 
and responsibilities of life, frankly told me 
that they did not want to be bothered with 
children. They not only countenanced race 
suicide but encouraged other women to ap- 
prove of it.” 


COLD SHOULDER FOR DUNNE 
RECONSIDERED; WELCOME NOW

Checks Flow of Oratory.

Lawyers Argue Chicago Van Buren 
Street Tunnel Case. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 10.—[(Spectal.]— 
Arguments were begun in the Supreme court 
today in the case originated by the city to 
compel the West Chicago Street railroad 
company to lower the Van Buren street tun- 
nel so as to permit a depth of twenty-one 
feet of water in the river at that point. 

A little unexpected gayety was added to 
the occasion by a “* jolt '’ handed to J. Ham- 
ilton Lewis, the Chicago corporation counsel, 
whose effervescent eloquence was a little too 
bewildering for the staid, silken robed mem- 
bers of the most solemn legal tribunal in the 
land. 

Justice Oliver Wendell Holmes abruptly 
checked the flow of Mr. Lewis’ florid oratory 
and remarked: 

‘I cannot make out what you are talking 
about, at all.” 

Mr. Lewis scarcely was able to hide his 
chagrin at so unusual a criticism, while all 
in the courtroom were discreetly amused. 


History of the Case. 


On March 19, 1900, the city council passed 
an ordinance reciting that the tunnel was 
an obstruction to navigation, and the West 
Chicago company was ordered to lower the 
tunnel at its own cost without expense tothe 
city. 

The company refused to comply with the 
ordinance, and the city thereupon filed a pe- 
tition for a writ of mandamus to compel the 
company to lower the tunnel or wholly re- 
move it. The Circuit court found that the 


tunnel was an obstruction to navigation, but | 


gave judgment for the company. It found 
the facts for the city and the law for the 
company. / 
Both Sides Appeal. 

The city appealed to the Appellate court, 
which declined jurisdiction on the ground 
that a freehold was involved which would 
have to be decided in the Supreme court. 

The Supreme court reversed this ruling 
and held finally that the tunnel was an ob- 
struction to navigation, that the license or 
the franchise under which it was granted 
was subject to the easement that the tunnel 
must at no time be an obstruction to naviga- 
tion. Furthermore, it was held that this li- 


cense or franchise was not a contract and 


that. an ordinance of the city requiring the 
lowering of the tunnel could not be construed 
as a confiscation of private property or the 
impairment of the obligation of a contract. 

From this decision of the Illinois Supreme 
court the street car company appealed to 
the United States Supreme court, alleging 
the familiar constitutional question as to 
the impairment of the obligation of a con- 
tract under its franchise. 


! What the Company Claims. 

‘ The. opening of the argument in the case 
was made this afternoon on behalf of the 
street car company by its principal counsel, 
John P. Wilson. He insisted that the prin- 
cipal thing at issue was the constructior 
contract between the city and the street raii 

road company providing for and permitting 
the construction of the tunnel, He took the 
ground that at that time the United States 
government had not assumed control of the 
Chicago river and that as a consequence 
the state had plenary power which it had 
delegated to the city of Chicago through its 
charter. That charter empowered the city to 
construct, repair, and regulste the use of 
bridges, viaducts, and tunnels. Attorney 
Wilson argued from thisthat the original 
ordinance of 1888, under which the company 
built its tunnel, was a contract between the 
city and the railroad company, and that 
the tunnel therefore in effect was a construc- 
tion by the city itself. 

One of the strongest points made by Attor- 
ney Wilson, and it is a point which is not un- 
likely to have a good deal to do with the 
final decision of the case, is the fact that be- 


tween the Van Buren street tunne] and Lake 
Michigan there are two other tunnels, both 
the property of the city. Each of these is 
as near the surface of the water as the tun- 
nel at Van Burenstreet. It is insisted, there- 
fore, that even if the Van Buren street tunnel 
is lowered or removed entirely, the river will 
be mo more navigable than before eats of 
the two city tunnels. 


Navigation Not Teapeded. 

Attorney Wilson. made the most of the fact 
that the ordinance requiring the lowering of 
the Van Buren street tunnel passed in 1900, 
and the work of lowering the tunnel was to 
be completed by March, 1901. It {is now, as 
he showed, nearly five years after the date 
at which the railroad company was required 
to have the work finished, yet during all these 
years thé tunnel has not interfered in the 
navigation of the Chicago river by a single 
vessel. 

The city may or may not remove its Wash- 
ington and La Salle street tunnels, said Mr. 

‘ilson, but the street car company insists 
that under no circumstances had the city 
power to pass an ordinance to compel the 
lowering or removal of the Van Buren street 
tunnel until the time comes when it had 
proved to be an actual obstruction and was 
preventing vessels of heavy draft going be- 
yond it. 


City’s Attorney Is Heard. 


At the conclusion of Attorney Wilson’s 
preliminary argument Corporation Counsel 
James Hamilton Lewis began a short ad- 
dress, but was cut off by the adjournment of 
court and will be obliged to finish tomorrow. 
He confined himself entireiy to the general 
legal proposition to the effect that the river 
was as much a public highway of the city as 
the streets. Hence, he argued, the city had 
an undeniable right to compél the street car 
company to lower its tunnels under the 
river, just as it would have a right, as a 
part of the regulation of streets, to compel 
the company to raise its tracks or lower 
them at its own cost to correspond with the 
general grade and for the accommodation of 
public traffic. 

Tomorrow, after Mr. Lew!s closes, Granville 
W. Browning will submit the principal argu- 
ment for the city, and Mr. Wilson will close 
for the railroad company. This will take 
about two hours, and likely the traction 
cases then will be reached

WANTS A CURB ON MARRIAGES. 


John Gibson Hale of Chicago Asks Law 
for All Kinds of a Check 
on Cupid. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 10.—[{Special.j— 
Representative Jenkins of Wisconsin, chair- 
man of the committee on judiciary, is fn rs- 
ceipt of the draft of a measure which he 
is asked by John Gibson Hale, an attorney 
of Chicago, to introduce and have passed, 
and which deals ip a radical way with the 
marital relation. 

The proposed measure provides for a phy- 
gical examination of all parties applying for 
a@ license to enter into marriage, requires 
that they shall be in a state of health, im- 
poses a tax on married couples without chil- 
dren, puts a bounty on children in the way 

of taxation exemptions, and = for a 
tax upon bachelors. 

Mr. Jenkins is both a husband and a fa- 
ther, but he is mot disposed to introduce the 
measure unless he does so by request. 


BILLINGS TO HEAD BOARD.

Reorganization of Commission with 
Aim of General Reform. 


Gov. Charles S. Deneen officially announced 
the reorganization of the state board of char- 
ities last evening. Four new members have 
been appointed. 

Furthermore, they have accepted. Their 
willingness to take the positions was the vital 
part of securing the new board, for the gov- 
ernor sought out persons whose services 
would be of value to the state rather than of 


personal advantage to themselves. 


The new members follow: 

Dr. Frank Billings, physicfan, Chicago. 

Dr. Emil G. Hirsch, rabbi, Chicago. 

Miss Julia Lathrop, settlement worker, Rock- 
ford. 

Dr. John ©. McAnally, physician, Carbondale. 

With the Rev. Father Edward Kelly of Chi- 
cago, these constitute the board. Father 
Kelly was a member of the old board, and his 
term expires March 1. It is understood that 
he will retire then. 

Dr. Billings Widely Known. 

Dr. Billings, who will be chairman of the 
commission, is one of the leading physicians 
in America. To his skill and broad experi- 
ence asa medical practitioner he adds a great 
executive ability. Three years ago he ren- 
dered conspicuous service to Cook county as 
head of a commission which made over the 
Dunning institutions. Dr. Billings is a past 
president of the American Medical associa- 
tion. 

He demurred when Gov, Deneen asked him 
to take the chairmanship of the state board, 
and consented only after receiving assur- 
ances that politics would be eliminated and 
that he would be the actual, not the nom- 
inal head. 

Dr. Hirsch, rabbi of Sinal temple, ie known 
as an orator, scholar, and philanthropic citi- 
zen. Hia addresses to his congregation and 
his other public talks have gained him a wide 
reputation. 


Miss Lathrop a Chicago Woman. 

Miss Lathrop, while credited to Rockford, 
is practically a Chicago woman. She has 
been associated with Jane Addams in Hull 
house for many years. She was a member 
of the commission headed by Dr. Billings 
which restored the Dunning institutions to 
life and efficiency. She also was active three 
years ago in exposing the evils prevalent at 
Kankakee in the insane asylum. 

Dr. McAnally, while not so well known mn 
Chicago, stands high down the state. Helis 
a former president of the Illinois State Medi- 


cal association. 


The first three of the new mémbers were 
on the old board. Under the Yates régime 
they resigned, not being willing to acquiesce 
in the order of things introduced when the 
former governor became strenuously anx- 
fous to convert all appointees to political 
aids. They rebelled when J. Mack Tanner 
was made secretary of the board. 

It had been the desire of Gov. Deneen to 
have Miss Lathrop secretary of the new 
board. She, however, would not accept a 


salaried position, 
Makes Another Appointment. 

The governor also appointed A. 8. Wright 
of Woodstock to be a member of the board 
of trustees of the soldiers’ orphans’ home at 
Normal, to succeed Judge W. G. Cochran, 
who resigned on account of failing health. 
Mr. Wright was named temporarily to make 
a quorum for the transaction of buainess and 
probably will be transferred to another 
board.

“ Boys,” sala Dr. Harper last fall to thé 
surgeons who had sentenced him to death, 
“ boys, keep me alive until January 15 of next 
year. If I die before then I shall die with my 
life’s work unaccomplished. If I live unt# 
then I shall be willing to die the next day— 
if God wills it—and die a comtented mas 
whose labor is ended. : 

“ Gentlemen, do what you can for ma ’ 
will do all I can to help you.” 

And with a smile on his face and ua 
encouragement on his Hips the president of 
the University of Chicago was wheeled to the 
operating table. 

Yesterday—January 10—he died. His an 
domitable will, the fighting wreck of a won- 
derful constitution, the unremitting attention 
and the skill of physicians and surgeons whe 
battled with an energy founded on love and 
admiration for their patient, almost won the 
fight and held back death’s hand to the 
mark set by the dying scholar.

And yet, though the coveted span of Ife 
was cut short five days, Dr. Harper closed’ 
his eyes and folded his hands satisfied, con- 
tent, and happy. He knew that all that could 
be accomplished had been done, that thé 
seed had been planted, and would germinate 
and bear abundant fruitage. 

It was to round out a perfect whole~a, 
trait thoroughly typical of the man—that 
Dr. Harper wished for life until next Moa- 
day. His rainbow of desire for the Univer- ; 
sity of Chicago included a splendid 
department. He wanted to live to see Rush 
Medical college properly endowed and placed 
oh an assured financial footing. He knew 
that its abundant success was certain in the 
future, but he wanted to know it was done. 
Things ‘were moving slowly and he wanted 
‘$0 hasten ‘them, 4 e wished to see with hip

tion. The actual concrete thing was de o. 
nied, but promise and pledge left him happy 
in the certainty of fulfillment.

To Mve a living death for one year is @ 
martyrdom rarely accorded a brave mam 
and few men are fit for such a martyrs 
crown. Dr. Harper wae one of the few. 

Two months ago he put finis at the end of 
his last legacy df printed page to mankind, 
He wrote with death at his elbow halting © 
the fluent pen of earlier days. He wrestled 
with the intricate web of finance while pit} 
less death cast ite image over the ledgers 
page. He went to bed at night with death 
an inexorable companion, more visible in the 
silent watches than in the light. When he 
arose the full tones of life were all half- 
tones dimmed by the shadow of waiting 
Charon. The busy, incisive walk—always 
the sign manual of a strong and forceful 
man—became the tottering falter of a babe 
and the hooded figure kept step with step. 
When the frail limbs refused to obey the 
still active mind, when invalid’s chair and 
bed followed, the Presence became mene 
more obtrusive and finally claimed its own. ©

For he was primarily a scholar. He buflt 
the university forthe future. He knew what 
the world’s verdict on that would be 100 
years hence. But he wondered just how pos

“The consequence is that Chicago and the

“I have had a measure of success also in 
the scholarly work. I am taking the liberty 
of sending you a copy of the commentary 
on Amos and Hosea. I do not think you 
will be personally intcrested in this, but I 
should liké#to have you look at it carefully. 

* This book represents more hours of work 
than I have spent altogether in the adminis- 
trative work of the University of Chicago 
in fourteen years. 
given more time to the writing of this book 
than to the raising of money for the univer- 
sity and its organization. The volume has 
been received favorably in England, Scot- 
land, and the continent. The reviews in this 
country have been throughout favorable, but 
tt is a volume which the daily papers do not 
came to review, and it is so technical in its 
character that the friends of the university 
do not even know of its existence. 

“Whether my work is finished or not can 
hardly be determined. The doctors are prom- 
ising me a good deal of time in the future 
in which I may do work both of an adminis- 
trative and scholarly character. 

“ The thing that troubles me is that I seem 
to etand in the west for something which I 
do not really represent, and the thing which 
I represent is not appreciated or understood 
or even known by the great majority of the 
people who are familiar with the working of 
the university. 

“TI do not suppose this situation can be 
remedied. I have thought that I would like 
you, who have been so good to me in many 
ways, to know exactly the facts. I feel that 
there are somé people whom I should like to 
have know my real feeling on this subject. 
Yours truly, WILLIAM R. HARPER.”

This wes the iron age soul of the man 
who died yesterday. Not that he loved his 
gray stone and ivy clad building the less, not 
‘that he had no pride of authorship in the 
great child of twelve years, but he loved his 
books the more. And just when it looked asif 
the herculean task was ended, when he saw 
the closing of the door to the business office 
and the reopening of the portals to his study 
- Geath stepped in and claimed him. 

“Dr. Harper's greatest happiness was in the 

enjoyment and exercise of his scholarship. 
He had won distinction in that line, and but 
for the extraordinary quality of his execu- 
tive powers would simply have been known 
as a brilliant laborer in the field of oriental 
languages. 

But he had a greater task to perform, and 
when the responsibility of it was laid upon 
his shoulders he concentrated every effort 
upon performing it well. His labor was to 
lay the foundations of a great institution of 
learning—one worthy of the city in which it 
Was placed, and of the ambition of ths found- 
er, who placed a fortune at Dr. Harper's dis- 
posal.

The awakened interest and expectation of 
thousands, the accretion of the funds as fresh 
donors made their generous additions to the 
nucleus, the eager application of the large 
student bedy, and the gathering of a dignified 
corps of instructors piled high and yet higher 
this heavy burden of tr st.

SCHOLAR, regarded as an author- 

ity in his special line of study; an 

educational reformer, whose plans 

involved every phase of education, 

secular and religious, from the 
nursery to the graduate departments of the 
university; a pedagogue, whose methods 
were original and inspiring: an administra- 
tor, whose ability, taking other lines, would 
have placed him at the head of any railroad 
or industrial corporation; a prolific author; 
a lecturer of note—these are the elements 
that make up a description of William Raftney 
Harper, first peenennt | of the University of 
Chicago. 

President Harper was an example of twen- 
tieth century strenuousness. The dominant 
characteristic of his life was his capacity for 
work. At the time of his death, at the age 
of 49 years, he left behind him a long record 
of work accomplished, President of one of 
the great universities of the land, he at the 
same time was editor of three journals de- 
voted to Semitic’ languages and biblical 


4 study and of several series of text books and 


translations, head professor of Hebrew. in 
the university, principal of the American 
Institute of Sacred Literature, director of the 
Haskell Oriental museum, one of the execu- 
tive council of the National Educational asso- 
clation, a member of fourteen clubs and so- 
cleties, ‘and of a score of committees and 
commissions the country over. 


Dr. Harper’s Three Ideals, 

The ideals of Dr, Harper were three: To 
build up in Chicago the largest and most mod- 
ern and efficient university in the world, to 
popularize the scientific study of the bible, 
and to reform the present system of educa- 
tion. These projects were always before him. 
In the midst of all the activities into which 
his position called him they were his aim. 
In all three lines he was actively engaged 
when death called him away, his work un- 
finished. 

The first of his three projects is the one 
which has kept Dr. Harper most before the 
public, and toward the realization of this 
ideal he had made greatest progress; The 
University of Chicago will stand as the mon- 
ument to the man who, as its first presiden:, 
built it up in twelve years from nothing to 
its present position, 

The financial growth and strength of the 
institution comes readily to mind when the 
achievements of President Harper in build- 
ing up the institution are thought of. But 
the financial growth is but one aspect. The 
faculty reéster, with its eminent names repre- 
senting every line of scholarly activity, the 
recognition won from older institutions, the 
eminence attained by the university as a 
leader of scientific thought, in no less degree 
than the physical development of the insti- 
tution, are memorials of Dr. Harper’s ca- 
pacity. 


Popularizing Bible Study. 
The second of Dr. Harper’s three ideals 
was worked on constantly from the time he 
became professor of Hebrew in the Baptist 
Union Theological seminary in Morgan Park 


{ in 1879 until the time of his death, Writing, 


lecturing, and organizing, he was interested 
all that time in popularizing the systematic 
study of the bible. 

The Religious Education association, which 
was organized in Chicago in February, 1903, 
was the outcome of his plan for a national 
movement for biblical study. The American 
Institute of Sacred Literature, of which Dr. 
Harper was principal, is an organization for 
conducting correspondence courses in the 
study of the bible. 

The third of Dr, Harper’s plans was a 
scheme of educational reform, which in- 
volved vital changes in pedagogic methods 
and curricula, and would mean a shortening 
by two or three years of the period in a per- 
son's life devoted to education. Repeatedly 
at conventions of educators Dr. Harper con- 
demneg what he termed useless waste of 
time in college, and urged a reorganization 
of educational methods with a view to ac- 
complishing more in less time than that now 
given to education. 

Originality in pedagogic methods was one 


—_—_ 


of Dr. Harper’s chief characteristics. His 
plan of segregation of the sexes during the 
early years of a college course stirred up the 
greatest discussion of any educational “ ex- 
periment "ever made. His organization, tn 

colieboration with the late Francis W. 
Parker of the untversity school of education, 
marked the putting into effect of his plans 
for a model educational system. At the time 
of his death he had under consideration a 
plan,. which he was endeavoring to have car- 
ried out by the preparatory schools of'the . 
middle west, for.combining the high school 
course and the college course in such a man- 
ner as to save the students two years and to 
give the students who never attend college 
something of the advantages ofa college edu- 


cation. 


‘Daily Program of Work. 


With all these varied yet related interests 
and the subsidiary interests to which he 
turned his attention, Dr, Harper's life was 
one of constant work. Method.was oneof his 
most prominent characteristics! and method 
with him became a science, An average 
day's program is sald by an intimate friend 
to have been as follows: 

60 ‘clock—Arose, dressed, and drank a'cup of 
coffee. 

6:30 to T—Study or the dictation of letters. 

7—Breakfast. 

7:30 to 9: S).-tvedared for recitations, wrote on 
new book or on an editorial for one of his publica- 
tions, and delivered lecture on Semitic languages. 

9:30 to 11—Busy with correspondence. 

11 to 12—Office hour, when he was accessible to 
any member of the university, student or professor. 

12 to 1—Recitation or work in office. 

1 p. m.—Luncheon. 

2 to 5 p. m.—In his office, where he was ready 
for special appointments with» gaculty members 
or for committee meetings of various kinds, or 
downtown at meetings of the trustees. 

5 to 6 p. m.—At home or else giving a lecture to 
his divinity students. 

6 to 7 or 7:30 p..m.—Dinner. 

7:30 to 10:30 p. m.—Cleared up day's business, 
working in his library, received a friend, or went 
downtown to some meeting. If tired out he retired 
at 10:30, but frequently he worked on, often until 
1 o'clock. 


He used to say that he enjoyed most ofany 
meal of the day a light lunch at 11 o’clock at 
night in the midst of his work. 

President Harper seldom allowed himself 
a vacation. While his professors were al- 
ways entitled to three months out of each 
year as vacation, the president’ worked on 
quarter after quarter, with no break except 
brief business trips to the east, often to 
see John D. Rockefeller and to return with 
a promise of financial backing for any project 
he might have’‘had. Only once of recent 
years did Dr. Harper take a trip admittedly 
for pleasure alone—and even on this trip he 
contrived to transact some important busi- 
ness. The trip referred to was his visit to 
Europe with Mrs. Harper in the summer 
of 1903, and the business transacted was his 
inducing the sultan to grant the university 
a permit to dig in Babylonia. | 


Sketch of His Career. . 


Dr. Harper was born at New . Concord, 
Muskingum county, O., July 26, 1856, son of 
Samuel and Ellen Elizabeth (Rainey) Harper, 
and great-great-grandson of Robert Harper, 
an Irishman,who came to this country in 1795. 
When he was 8 years old he entered the pre- 
paratory department of Muskingum college, 
New Concord, and, continuing his studies 
through the regular department, was grad- 
uated in 1870, receiving. the degree of A. B. 
at the age of 14. 

As the college was primarily for young men 
who intended to enter the mintstry of the 
United Presbyterian church, the study of the 
bible in tre Hebrew as well asin English was 
a prominent feature of the work. The pro- 
ficiency of the youthful student in the dead 
language was such that he delivered his 
graduation oration in Hebrew—a fact which 
probably had much to do with shaping his 
life. 

After studying privately for three years, in 


the fall of. 1873 young Harper entered the 
graduate deparrment of Yale university to 
study Semitic and kindred tongues under 
Prof. Willlam D. Whitney and others. In 
1875, at the*completion of this period of 
study, he received the degree of Ph.’ D. at 
the remarkable age of 19. In August of that 
year he was married to Miss Ellen- Pauli, 
daughter of Dr. David Paul, then president 
of Muskingum college. A few months later 
he became principal of the Mascnic college 
in’ Macon; “Tenn., but at*the clore of the 
academic year he was appointed to a tutor- 
ship in the preparatory department of Deni- 
s0n university, Granville, O., of which Dr. 
EK, Benjamin Andrews was at that time pres- 
ident. In 1879 the preparatory department 
was transformed into the Granville academy 
and Dr. Harper was made its. principal. 
During his residence in Granville Dr. Harper 
united with the Baptist church, of which 
ne has since always been an active member. 
In 1880, on the recommendation of Dr. An- 
drews, Dr. Harper was called to the chair 
of Hebrew and Old Testament exegesis in 
the Baptist Union Theological seminary at 
Morgan Park, Ill., and in the following year 
he opened there a summer school’ for the 
study of Hebrew, which was attended by 
twenty-two persons, This summer school 
was the forerunner of the summer courses 
offered now at the University of Chicago. 


Teaching by Correspondence 


In 1881 Dr. Harper began to teach Hebrew 
by correspondence; the outcome of which 
was the American institute of sacred litera- 
ture to promote home study. In 1884 he or- 
ganized the American institute of Hebrew, a 
society composed of the leading Hebrew 
scholars of the country. The next year Dr. 
Harper became principal of the Chautauqua 
college of liberal arts, which position he re- 


* tained for six years. \Meantime, having re- 


signed his professorship in the theological 
seminary (1886), he accepted the professor- 
ship of Semitic languages in the philosophical 
faculty of Yale university. Threeyears later 
he was also appointed Woolsey professor of 
biblical literature in the academic faculty of 
Yale and instructor of divinity school. The 
duties of these three offices were carried on 
simultaneously until the close of the aca- 
demic year 1890-’91. During his term of serv- 
ice at Yale, Dr. Harper awakened wide- 
spread interest in bible study by his public 
lectures in New Haven, New York, Boston, 
Chicago, Minneapolis, and other cities. 


Comes to Chicago. 

When the plans for the University of Chi- 
cago were being considered, Dr. Harper was 
suggested for the presidency, and, at the first 
meeting of the board of trustees of the new 
institution in 1890, he was elected. On July 
1, 1891, after a trip abroad. Dr. Harper 
entered on the duties of his office. 

Previous to Dr. Harper’s acceptance of the 
presidency, John D. Rockefeller had pledged 
to the American Baptist Education society a 
contribution of $600,000 for the new univer- 
sity on condition that the society raise 
$400,000. This sum was raised, and Dr. 
Harper took hold of the project, having 
$1,000,000 with which to commence to build 
the university. : 

On assuming the duties of office, he an- 
nounced as his aim.the creation of the most 
comprehensive and liberal university the 
world had ever seen, and the reformation of 
the present system.of education. The bold- 
ness of his schemes, not the least of' which 
was the securing of an endowment fund of 
several million dollars, gave those to whom 
He appealed confidence in him. 

Mr. Rockefeller added $1,000,000 to his 
original contribution, of which $800,000 was 
designated as endowment for nonprofessional 
graduate instruction. . A few months later 
$500,000 was received from the executors of 
the Ogden estate for a scientific school in 
connection with the university, and before 
July 1, 1892, am additional fund of $1,000,000 
was raised, a part to be used for the érec- 
tion of buildings. The work of practical in- 
struction was begun in October, 1892, and by 
December there were 589 students registered.

From this beginning 
grown to 2,938 in 1903. 

The history of the growth of the university 
since 1891 has been the history of Dr. Har- 
per’s activity. ‘The president seemed to pos- 
sess the ‘“‘open sesame’’ which unlocked 
millionaires’ strong boxes and caused money 
to flow to the university in unheard of abun- 
dance. The gifts to the present time total 
nearly $20,000,000. 

During the years of his connection with the 
university Dr. Harper worked unceasingly. 
He secured many of the best professors from 
the colleges of thecountry. Heorganized an 
extension division for carrying on university 
lectures throughcut the country, and a cor- 


. respondence study department for offering 


courses by mail. 

From 1896 to 1898 Dr. Harper was a mem- 
ber of the Chicago board of education. In 
1900, after the Paris exposition, he was 
appointed a member of'the Olympian games 
commission. In 1901 he was decorated by 
the French government with the cross of the

Legion of Honor. In January of this year 
he received another decoration from the 
same source. On his trips abread he has 
been presented to Czar Nicholas, Emperor 
William, the sultan, and other sovereigns. 
Among the clubs and societies in Chicago 
and elsewhere of which Dr. Harper was a

sued a call. Coincident with the request to 
visit the authorities at Yale came a com- 
munication from Mr. Rockefeller. 

“They want you at Yale,” said he, 
“They've been to me and said: 

“* There’s a young man at Morgan Park 
who is making his mark and we want him at 
Yale. He is a Baptist, and we want you to 
help us financially to get him.” 

“T think you should see the Yale people. 
But when you come east drop in and see me 
in my Broadway office before you go on to 
New Haven.” 

So In 1886 Dr. Harper packed his grip and 
started east. He saw Mr. Rockeféller, who 
said: 

“They want you so badly that even if I 
refuse to pay part of your sdlary they will 
take you. My advice to you is to accept 
their offer.” 

The offer was accepted, and thus Mr. 
Rockefeller began the education of. the fu- 
ture president of his university to be. The 
education was broad. For one year Dr. Har- 
per made a study of the financial side of the 
university in addition to holding the Semitic 
professorship.

His lines were cast in pleasant places. The 
remuneration was much larger than any he 
previously had received. When he and his 
wife started their joint battle with life his 
salary was only $800 a year. Children came 
before the income increased, but Mrs. Har- 
per was just as loyal and whole hearted a 
worker as her husband, and their home, in 
which she did all the work, was a happy one. 

With the easier and more affluent life at 
New Haven came closer communion with Mr. 


Rockefeller, who watched his protégé with 
keen interest. In those days the oil man loved 
to drive fast horses and he had many speedy 
ones. At least once a month Dr. Harper 
would go to New York and with Mr. Rocke- 
feller holding the lines over his high steppers 
they would drive through Central park and 
along the Riverside drive. And all the while 
they would talk of education, itsfaults and 
its methods, how the errors could be elimi- 
nated and the processes improved. 

Many a Sunday the two men took a train 
to Poughkeepsie, and, strolling along the 
tree shaded avenues leading to and through 
the Vassar grounds, discussed the topic near- 
est their hearts. Dr. Harper did not know it, 
but the walks and talks were examinations. 
Rockefeller was finding out how his protégé 
had developed and along what lines. 

In 1890 a movement for the enlargement of 
the Morgan Park seminary developed into 4 
plan for the resurrection of the old Universi- 
ty of Chicago. Mr. Rockefeller’s aid was in- 
voked. This was the time and the opportu- 
nity, and he had his man. 

x x 

Less than a month ago the writer saw Dr. 
Harper for the last time. It was not one of 
his ‘‘ good "’ days, a good day distinguishing 
a bad day by his ability to get out of bed. 
The spirit and mind of the forceful Harper 
of old were there, but the mortal tabernacle 
was a ruin. 

As he lay propped up with pillows his eyes 
turned incessantly to the broad windows 
that framed a vista of the Midway Plaisance. 

‘Think of it 100 years from now,” he said. 
“That is what we have built for. Not for 
today or tomorrow. but for alltime. Many 
buildings could’ have been erected for haif 


the sum, but we felt that our duty was to the 
future. 

“Can't you see it? On both sides of the 
Midway, from Cottage Grove avenue to the 
Del Prado hotel. No .one knows what the 
acquisition of that property meant—the se- 
curing of the entire frontage. ‘ Let us get the 
frontage ' was my motto, and ‘ we can con- 
trol the remainder,’ ”’

The conversation drifted to the growth of 
the university in the future, and the possible 
limitations of its greatness, whether it would 
remain distinctly a western university, or 
whether it might not become America’s 
greatest institution of learning. Dr. Harper 
smiled when asked to prophesy, but the smile 
was easy of interpretation. 

*‘ It should be a world university,” was sug- 
gested. ‘‘It was born with the world’s fair, 
and should be world famous.” 

“ Yes,"" said the doctor, “and the world’s 
fair was to celebrate the discovery of Amer- 
ica by Columbus.” 

x x 

Then the dying man opened his heart and 
talked of the trials and tribulations that had 
been his for thirteen years. Public speaking, 
attendance at banquets, the constant neces- 
sity for mingling in an atmosphere utterly 
repugnant: to him were daily thorns and 
trials. Notonly was the actual doing of these 
things absolutely foreign to his nature but 
it carried in its train the erroneous impres- 
sion he felt the world was forming of him. 

**' People imagined,’ said he, ** that when- 
ever we wanted money all we had to do was 
to ask Mr. Rockefeller forit. Nothing was 
farther from the truth. He impressed upon 
us that we had to do our part, and that part 


oo 
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has meant many bitter hours and sleepless 
nights.”’ 

It is not known to many that Dr. Harper 
hesitated for nearly a yeur before he took 
up the burden of building a university. But 
he did. and when he lay dying, in spite of 
all that the last fourteen years has meant 
to him, he felt that he should not have hesi- 
tated. : 
‘As a matter of fact, he did not find himself 
until the crowning work of his life was 
placed before him. His theory of his duty to 
mankind was this: “So far as my touch 
with life goes, the big thing to do is to in- 
crease the sum of human knowledge and the 
means of gaining knowledge.” | 

Kverything that he has done since he has 
been in the public eye has been subsidiar,y 
to expression of the motive which developed 
from that conclusion. 

Each. item gets its real meaning and ratio 
from its proportional value in making his 
life count for all it is worth in the line of 
that motive. 

He developed a plan for a center of research. 
He projected a unique organization of work- 
ers. He won the confidence of men who put 
at his disposal money for plant and endow- 
ment. He dedicated more than the total 
physical and mental and moral energy of all 
but the most exceptionally endowed men to 
the work of a hewer of wood and a drawer of 
water for scholars. 

In this devotion vulgar imagination dis- 
covered only the temper of a materialist and 
the policy of a money monger. In reality, 
while his strength was immediately exerted 
upon material probiems, his thoughts wgre 
consistently upon the heights. 

The fact that Dr. Harper was so much more 


a 
than a scholar has caused him to be written 
down as so much less than a scholar. Not 
because he loved scholarship less, but be- 
cause he loved it more, he all along added to 
the full tale of one scholar’s work, the quota 
of several’ men in creating the conditions of 
scholarship.

If he had followed his own tastes rather 
than his convictions, : he would have re- 
mained for life in the number of men who 
serenely pursue their chosen lines of stiidy 
without soiling their hands upon the rough 
work of conquering more territory for trib- 
ute to learning.

NO MESSAGES OF HOPE. 


Troops Fighting in Many Prov- 
inces to Check Tide of 
‘Revolution.

-8T. PETERSBURG, Jan. 10.—Telegrams 
from all parts of the empire bring only stories 
of bloodshed, revolution, terrorism, fighting, 
bomb throwing, pillage, and murder. From 
no quarter comes a hopeful message. 

The empire seems involved in anarchy. 
There is fighting in Poland, in the Baltic 
provinces, and in the Caucasus. Here are 
some of today’s gloomy tidings: 

From Mittau, in Courland, comes the news 
that a squadron of dragoons, which was am- 
bushed near Hazenpot, losing two men killed 
6nd four wounded, received reinforcements 
later and surrounded the revolutionists. No 
quarter was given, and the revolutionists, 
humbering eighty-nine in cll, were killed to 
the man. 

A band of fifty revolutionists madea daring 
raid on Livenhoff, with the object of obtain- 
ing medicines and bandages for the revolu- 
tionists in the fleld. They carried off two 
Jewish merchants and held them fora heavy 
ransom, which was paid. 


Three Hundred Killed. 

' The Ruskoe Slovo prints a telegram from 
Alexandrovsk, South Russia, saying that the 
fallroad station at Sevastopol, which was 
im the hands of the revolutionists, has been 
the scene of desperate fighting between them 
@nG the Cossacks. The station finally was 
Cleared with the loss of 300 men. 

Word comes from Tiflis, via Constantino- 
ple; that the plundering of that city con- 
tinues. Last night bombs were thrown at 
-@ military patrol, whereupon the house from 
which the bombs were hurled and the adjoin- 


+g tng fouildings were bomba?ded by artillery, 


wth the result that many persons were killed 

wounded. A house in which an Armenian 
who had attempted to assassinate an officer 
had sought refuge was set on fire and the 
man burned alive. 


“President of Republic’ Hanged. 

A tailor named Schultz, who had been 
elected president of the Esthonian republic, 
has been captured and executed by the sol- 
diers. 

The troops ‘have captured the iron works 
at Ostrowiec, government of Radom, in Rus- 
Sian Poland, which had been occupied by 
the revolutionists as their headquarters. 
Many of the revolutionists were killed or 
wounded during the fight. The rest fled. 

At Opatoff, in Russian Poland, the troops 
fired upon and charged crowds for over an 
hour yesterday. Many persons were killed 
or wounded. 

“T’ll Save Russia,’’ Says Witte. 

In spite of the anarchy in every part of 

the empire, Premier de Witte declared to- 


“I am determined to save Russia.”’ 

Premier de Witte made’this declaration to

Petersburg which pleaded with him fora 


__ relaxation of the orders of the police against

“The premier would not promise to do any- 
_ thing until after Jan. 22 (Red Sunday). He 
spoke bitterly of the failure of the moder- 
@tes to give the government support, say- 
ing that upon their shoulders largely rests 
the burden of compelling the government to 
resort to repression. He added: 

“The emperor in the manifesto of Oct. 80 
at one stroke granted the people more rights 
than any monarch had ever before given, but 
you know the attitude which Russian society 
assumed.

OLIS BLAZE—COSTS 8 LIVES. 

Thrilling Escapes Mark Early Morn- 
ing Panic in West House — Five 
Guests Trapped in Their Rooms Are 
Suffocated—Two Leap to Death— 
Fire Captain Loses Life in Effort 
to Carry Woman Down Ladder to 
Safety. 


Minneapolis, Minn,, Jan. 10.—Several Chi- 
cagoans were injured in a fire in the West 
hotel early this morning, in which eight per- 
sons lost their lives. One of the injured Chi- 
cagoans, Ben W. Swinsky, a traveling sales- 
man, was at a late hour tonight still in a 
serious condition in the Swedish hospital. 

Five of the dead were suffocated in their 
rooms and two were killed by leaping from 
seventh story windows. The eighth victim 
was a fireman, who lost his life in an effort 
to save a woman. | 

The Dead.

The fire started in the lower part of the 
building, and swept up the elevator shaft 
to the seventh floor. ° A solid sheet of flame 
rushed through the corridors on this floor. 
Frightened into a condition of helplessness 
guests on this and the sixth and fifth floors 
became panic stricken while there was stil] 
time to escape. 

Thrilling rescues by firemen who were at 
the hotel before the fire had made much 
headway saved many of the gueste from 
death. When they arrived the upper floor 
windows were crowded with persons fran- 
tically screaming for aid. Men and women 
were crouched on the window ledges ready to 
leap to the ground. From this, which meant 
death, they were deterred by the shouts of the 
crowd in the street. ~

Lie Down in Rooms to Die. 

Overcome by sheer terror some of those 
who perished had evidently lain down in 
their rooms and awaited death. Many ofthe 
guests, however, escaped unaided down the: 
fire escapes. 

J. B. Peisniger, a traveling man from New 
York, lost his head while running for his 
life. Awakened by smoke, he ran to the 


‘seventh story window. Apparently dazed, he 


climbed up on to the window sill, and an in- 
stant later was turning and tumbling through 
the air. He struck a railing near the Henne- 
pin avenue side of the hotel and was literally 
cut in two. A woman, Mrs. M. E. Hodges, 
met death inexactly the same way. 

Capt. John Berwin was the hero of the fire. 
Hie lost his life while attempting to save 
Mrs. B. D. Barlow of Los Angeles, Cal. He 
was on a ladder carrying her to a point of 
safety from the sixth story window when 
the woman’s struggles caused him to lose 
his balance and he fell to the sidewalk. 

A telegram was received by M. Goldman 
of the firm of Strouss, Eisendrath & Co. from 
Minneapolis early last evening, saying Mr. 
and Mrs. Samuel Spiesberger, Chicagoans, 
who were injured, had been pronounced out 
of danger and would be able to return to 
Chicago in a few days. Mr. Spiesberger 
a member of the Strouss-Eisendrath firm.

John B. Smith, state entomologist, has pub- 
lished for the information of the lawmakers 
and others his findings in a pamphlet which 
he calls ‘‘ Mosquito Memoranda.” Mr. 
Smith says nine-tenthé of all the mosquitoes 
in. the state come from theesalt marshes. 

He also has found that of the mosquitoes 
which afflict the residents of the shore re- 
sorts and the region of pines, not far inland, 
fully 95 per cent are bred in these marshes. 
One remedy is to abolish all the salt marshes. 
A large part of the work can be done by sim- 
ple ditching and draining. Someof the work 
can be accomplished only by filling up the 
marshes with sand, which can be found close 
at hand. Hundreds of square miles can be 
reclaimed.

LITTLE HOPE OF RESULT. 


Municipal Ownership Proposition 
Expected to Go on Ballot 


in Somd Form. 


~ 


No statement from the traction companies 
as to which of the proposed amendments to 
the franchise ordinances they will accept and 
what reject is expected at the meeting of the 
council committee on local transportation to- 
day. The information will be furnished 
Monday morning, héwever, in advance of th 
meeting of the council. 

President Mitten of the Chicago City road 
ig now in the east, but will return to Chicago 
Sunday morning. When he comes he will 
bring with him accurateinformation of what 
his road will do, and on the decision of the 
Chicago City bangs the fate of the ordi- 
nances. 

The committee, however, will have plenty 
to do today. Thereare in its hande some 
twelve amendments to the ordinances sug- 
gested by aldermen, and these will have to 
be taken up and thrashed out. There is noth- 
ing to prevent other aldermen putting in 
more amendments at the meeting. Those 
now in hand range from the demand of Ald. 
Race for six rides for a quarter and still 
cheaper fares during rush hours to provi- 
sions for extending street car lines to pro- 
posed subdivisions and contemplated cem- 
eteries. 

Small Hope of Agreement. 

All the talk in traction circles yesterday 
was based on the supposition that the com- 
panies and the committee coud not come to 
any agreement—that is, if the committee 
modified the ordinances on the lines proposed 
by their critics last Monday—and was devot- 
ed to conjectures as to the form in which the 
traction question would be submitted to the 
voters at the spring election. 

It genérally is conceded that if no agree- 
ment can be reachea on the ordinances it 
would be folly to put them on the ballot, 
being a waste of time and energy to submit 
propositions the companies would not accept 
if ratified. That the municipal ownership 
plan will be submitted in some form or other 
—and perhaps in more than one form—tis, 
however, taken for granted. 

The Hearst papers are now circulating pe- 
titions for a proposition they want put on 
the ballot, and if they get the necessary 
names it will be printed. The city council 
will also recommend that the question be 
submitted whether the mayor’s $75,000,000 
Mueller certificate ordinance shall be 
passed. 

In order to get this on the ballot, how- 
ever, the aldermen will have to secure the 
necessary petition themselves, and as the 
I. M. O. advocates claim that the Hearst 
petition is the only orthodox one, and the 
opponents of municipal ownership are not 
likely to take much interest in the aldermanic 
movement, it may fail for want of time and 
public interest. 

Mayor Dunne wants the aldermen to pass 
his $75,000,000 erdinance in advance of the 
election, when it would go on the ballot with- 
out @petition under the terms of the Mueller 
law and the authority to borrow the money 
be completed if it received a three-fifths 
majorftty, but this the council is not ready 


to do. 
Interest of Voters Doubted. 


The politicians are figuring it out that the 
result of the election, so far as the approval 
or rejection of these municipal ownership 
propositions is concerned, depends on 
whether the voters take enough interest in 
them to mark their ballots. They expect a 
much heavier vote than ever before, on the 
ground that it has come to a time when the 
result can be held to mean something, and 
the citizens are becoming more interested, 
but are wondering whether, at that, enougb 
interest can be aroused to make the result 
decisive. 

The municipal ownership proposition has 
been presented three times. The first time it 
got the largest majority, but there was the 
least number of votes cast forit. The second 
time the vote was larger and the majority 
smaller, and the last time there were still 
more votes with a further decrease of ma- 
jority. At no time did it receive a majority 
of all the votes cast at the election.

SAY IT IS SAFEGUARD. 


Officials Declare Scalpers Would 
Secure Tickets if It Were Not 
for Precautions. 


Twenty million dollars of money belonging 
to the jobbing and wholesale houses and 
mfanufacturers constantly is tied up in the 
treasuries of the railroads, from.one year’s 
end to another, and the rallroads, which have 
the use of this money, pay no interest for 
the use of it. This enormous amount of 
money represents the excess that is paid 
by the traveling men for their mileage books, 
and is not returned until after the 1,000 mile 
book has been used. 

The railroads contend that their only safe- 
guard in selling these thousand mile books 
at reduced rates, 2 cents a mile is the fare, 
fe to collect this extra 1 cent a mile, or $10, 
at the time the book is sold, to be returned 
when the empty cover is turned in. This 
business of redemption of mileage book cov- 

ers is conducted by mileage bureaus con- 
Saatee with the various passenger associa- 


The claim is made by passenger men that 
if a mileage book was sold at a flat rate of 
2 cents a mile, which would require no re- 
fund or extra expenditure on the part of the 

aser, it would result in wholesale scalp-

Acquiesces in Selection of Repub- 
lican Organization, Although 
Opposed to It.

Robert R. McCormick and the trustees at 
odds. The appointment of I. J. Bryan as 
chief clerk of the board at a salary of $3,000 
a year was confirmed at the meeting yester- 
day without being vetoed by Mr. McCor- 
mick, although he had been opposed to It. 

A “gentleman’s agreement ’’ exists, by 
which the president ig authorised to dis- 
charge Mr. Bryan at any time when he may 
prove himself incompetent to hold the pos!- 
tion, which was securedfor him by the active 
efforts of James Pease and the republican 
organization. As Mr. Bryan is regarded as 
entirely competent to fill the position, it Is 
probable that Mr. McCormick never will call 
on his supporters to make soem on this 
“ agreement.” 


Decides Not to Veto Name. 


The first intention of the president was to 
veto the election of Mr. Bryan, but second 
thought convinced him that it was not 
worth while to risk the possibility of a 
partisan fight over a single position. The 
drainage board needs legislation from tite 
next legislature, and it was Mr. McCor- 
mick’s conclusion that it would be poor poli- 
cy to put himself at outs with the organiza- 
tion and the new trustees on the board be- 
cause of one appointment. 

The opposition of the two old trustees,

Marshal E. J. Coen submitted his annual 
report for 1905, showing that the sanitary 
district police had made 183 arrests and 
obtained 165 eonvictions, with fines imposed 
aggregating $5,936.15. Eighty-one of the ar- 
rests made were for dumping solids in the 
Chicago river. 

Chairman Eidmann of the finance commit- 
tee introduced an amendment to the rules, 
defining the duties of the treasurer, which 
was deferred, and will be considered at the 
next meeting of the board. It provides, in 
general, that the treasurer shall receive all 
moneys of the municipality and make such 
payments as shall be ordered by the board; 
that he shall sign all chécks drawn for ac- 
count of the district; that he shall negotiate 
all bonds as directed by the board: and that 
he shall be free to select depositories for the 
funds of the district. 


PARKER REPLIES TO MANN. 


State Senator Tells Republican Club of 
the Duties of a Public Leg- 
islator. 


That the office of congressman is that of a 
trustee of public funds, and that under no 
circumstance should he use his official posi- 
tion for pecuniary gain, was the basis of a 
epeech delivered last night by State Senator 
Francis W. Parker, candidate for the repub- 
lican nomination for congressman !{n oppo- 
sition to James R. Mann. The address.was 
given at a meeting held at 324 Fifty-fifth 
street under the auspices of the Third Pri- 
mary District Parker club. 

After describing the methods used in fone 
eign countries, where legislators, although 
they receive no pay, are not given to “ graft- 
ing,”” Senator Parker declared that he be- 
lieved that “to every legislative office there 
should be attached a salary, which would 
permit any man to hold the office and live on 
his salary.”’ 

“In this regard,” said he, “ Mr. Mann, in 
his Union restaurant meeting, ventured to 
criticise me for using the free stationery 
while at Springfield. When I first took my 
eeat I found the stationery on my desk. My 
name was onit. It would have been useless 
to any one else, so I used It. 

* Later, when I had had time to investi- 
gate, I discovered the irregularity of the 
practice, opposed it in the senate, on the 
stump, and in magazine articles, and at the 
second session of the senate-refused to re- 
ceive any such stationery, and bought my 
own. Of course, the amount involved was 
cnly $5 or $10, but the principle was the same. 
A legislator has no right to accept from the 
public funds anything not so clearly his that 
all his colleagues and the public generally 


recognize his legal right to it.’’

Board to Demand Share in the Ap- 
pointment of Officers of Election Is 
Repulsed—Will Ask President Dold 
to Call Special Session of Organiza- 
tion, and if Denied May Hold Meet- 
ing on Own Responsibility. 


' Martin B. Madden, still resourceful, ts 
planning to capture the federation of labor 
again at a special meeting next Sunday. The 
latest strategy of the leader developed yes- 
terday, after he had failed to control the 
executive board of the labor body. 

The Madden men are not certain that the 
meeting will be an authorizedone. They will 
make a demand, according to the plan, upon 
President Dold or Vice President McCracken 
that a call for a special session be issued. 
Falling to secure the sanction of the federa- 
tion offieers, they probably will hold a meet- 
ing anyway. 

With less show of the belligerent than was 
displayed last Sunday, the Madden contin- 
gent appeared in the afternoon before the 
federation executive board and presented 
a list of demands. These included a request 
for half of the judges and clerks of the semi- 
annual election to be hel@ Jan. 21, the super- 
vision of the ballot printing by the executive 
board, end the right to vote delegates from 
unions which eball have paid their dwes by 

The Madden committee consisted of George 
W. Geary, Phil Hogan, Frank B. Thoman, 
T. J. Ryan, Joseph Pino, J. E. Hayes, and 
Jerry McCarthy. Madden, himeelf, did not 
accompany the cornmittee, 


“Fair Play” Demande Refused. 

Despite the arguments ef the Madden men 
for “fair play’ and an “ honest ” election, 
the executive officers refused to yield any 
part of the election machinery, asserting that 
the seven men named already were impartial 
labor men. 

Afterwards the Madden committee held a 
council and gave out the statement, which in 
part read: 

“The committee appointed at the last 
meeting of the Chicago Federation of Labor 
to wait on the executive board in the interest 
of harmony and fair play appeared before 
that body and p ted a petition for a 
share in the election machinery. After con- 
siderable discussion on the part of the @em- 
bers of the board they refused to do any- 
thing to relieve the situation and yiltesy 
neglected their plain duty. 

“It is now the duty of honest members of 
the Chicago Fetloration of Labor to attend 
the election and defeat this unscrupulous 
gang which now controls the federation te 
the disgust of the Benera! public and to the 
detriment of the labor movement.” 


Shea Lays Out Campaign. 

Attempts to head off another secession 
movement among the teamsters’ unions are 
being made by President Cornelius P. Shea. 
One result of the ejection of Shea from the 
meeting of the oll wagon drivers last Tues- 
day night was the revocation of the local’s 
charter. It ie said that Shea plans to cast 
out every union which does not follow his 
banner.

American Institute Directors Discuss 
Unprofessional Features in Cook 
County’s Prize Competition. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 10.—[Special. }—The 
American Institute of Architects engaged in 
a breezy controversy today over the resolu- 
tion of the board of directors in regard to 
the action of certain firms wich are mem- 
bers of the institute in submitting competi- 
tive designs for the Cook county courthouse. 
No action-was taken by the institute, how- 
ever. 

Various charges are being circulated. One 
architect accuses a member of the board 
of having induced his colleagues to make a 
report because he himself had not been in- 
vited to enter competition. 

The Cook county courthouse competition 
was considered unprofessional because no 
agreement was made to give the contract to 
the firm offering the best design, but only 
prizes, the first being $5,000. The firm of 
Shipley, Rutan & Coolidge of Boston, which 
was given a guarantee, did net get the work 
because, it is claimed, they refused to enter 
into certain political arrangements.

It would be easy for 
him to choose a Chicago maa of high busi- 
ness standjng who is no partisan but is suffi- 
ciently identified with the republican party 
The. 


incumbent can exert no political influence. 
His employés are under civil service regula- 
tions. Senators may magnify their own 
importance by dictating the appointment 
of a collector of customs, but they will add 
nothing to their political strength.

It is of no moment to the politicians whe 
has the office of collector.

The office is one the 
president alone shouid fill, and if President 
Roosevelt shall fail to exercise his own 
knowledge and judgment he will relinquish 
one of the prerogatives of his predecessors, 
and in doing so offend the entire business 
community, irrespective of politics. 


CHICAGO’S REVENUES. 

If any subject in connection with a great 
city should illustrate unity and comprelen- 
sive treatment, it should be the financial 
system of that city. Chicago has no such 


financial system. It has none becausethere | 


is no legal Chicago matching the real Chi- 
eago. There are, instead, eight independent 
municipalities piled on top of or overlapping 
each other and exercising governing powers 
over certain subjects in more or less ecom- 
plete disregard of each other. Chicago has 
failed thus, as it naturally must fail, to 
have any proper systematization, or even 
understanding, of its real revenue situation. 
The eight independent governing bodies— 
the city, the county, the board of education, 
the: public library board, the three park 
boards, and the sanitary district—raise 
about $38,500,000 a year. But that fact 
can nowhere be found stated in any official 
report. It is nobody’s official business to 
consider the income and the expenditures of 
this community as a whole. 

The evil of this situation is the chief, 
though by no means the only, burden of 
Prof: Charles Edward Merriam’s report, is- 
sued a few days ago by the City club, on 
“The Municipal Revenues of Chicago.” 
“The most urgent need,” says Prof. Mer- 
riam, “ is for unity and responsibility in the 
lecal revenue system.” His valuable 160 
page report contains also a great array of 
important, not to say surprising, facts con- 
cerning Chicago revenues. It may surprise 
many to learn, for example, that * the per 
capita income of Chicago is smaller than 
that of any other great city, American or 
European.” Of first class American cities 
“Chicago has the lowest tax rate, the 
lowest tax revenue per capita, the lowest 
total revenue per capita, and the lowest debt 


“| per capita.” These facts are obvionsly. to 
be taken into account in all comparisons 


between administrative conditions here and 
in other cities... 

Chicago being poor, it would seem especia)- 
ly desirous that its sources of revenue should 
be well husbanded. Among other leaks dis- 
closed in this report, however, there appears 
to be a serious one in connection with saloon 
licenses. The books of the United States 
internal revenue collector show 9,200 retail

Italy’s new minister of foreign affairs, the 
Marquis Antonio de San Giuliano, willbe re- 
membered in this country as having headed 
the Italian delegation to the international 
parliamentary congress, held at St. Douis 
in connection with the world’s fair there two 
years ago.

ELEVATORS LACKING, LAWYER 
CARRIES CLIENT UPSTAIRS. 


As Result Trial Is Delayed a. Few 
Minutes and Four Judges Quartered 
im the .-Fort Dearborn Building 
Unite in a Formal Protest to Pres- 
ident Brundage of County Board 
Against the Bad Service Provided 
for the Public. 


Insufficient elevator service for the courts 
quartered in the Fort Dearborn building, 
compelling an attorney to carry upstairs 3 
crippled child, plaintiff in a damage suit, 
led to a’ formal protest yesterday by four 
judges to President Brundage of the county 


board. 

Of the five elevators in the buikiing two 
are set aside for the courts. They stop at the 
third, fourth, eleventh, and twelfth floors. 
The other elevators are not allowed to stop 
at the eleventh, twelfth, or thirteenth floor 
except at the request of judges.

Law- 
yers, jurors, and litigants are forced to walk 
up from the twelfth floor or down from the 
fourteenth. 


Hearing of Suit Delayed. 

After the noon adjournmient yesterday the 
hearing of. a damege case before Judge 
Brentano was delayed by’the nonappeararce 
of the plaintiff, Margaret O’Nelll, and her 
attorney. After a few moments delay At- 
torney Thomas Hogan entered the court 
é¢arrying the child, who was crippled by in- 
juries.

Cennie Mack, 2nd Jimmy Collins fad 
been fcr the purpose of arranging a transfer 
of the Boston American league club to a 
“syndicate of three. of which Collins was to 0¢ 
one. Mr. Johnson stated thet the sole pur-

. ®Mmooth over some difficulties between Owner 
John I. Taylor and some Of his pliyers. 

The report that the Borton club may be 
sold is not denied. In fact, it is strengthened 
by the tone of the American lec gue execu- 
tive’s statement to the effect that if Taylor 
should desire to sell no doubt a purchaser 
could be fourd readily. President Johnson's 
Statement follcwe: 

“The American league has had no differ- 

-enees with Mr. John I. Taylor. He has ful- 
filled his every obligaticn to the organization, 
and there is no desire on the part of a: y club 
member to work him an irjustice. With the 
sole purpose of bridging over some little 
differences which have arisen between Mr 
Taylor ard certain members of his club, J 
made a trip to Buffalo tosee Manger Collins. 
If Mr. Taylor should desire to dispose cf his 
baseball holdings he probably could finda 
ready purchaser. but he rever has been ap- 
proached on the subject by the American 
‘league Mr. Taylor’s property rep’ eserts a 
large investment, and he will receive that: 
consideration from the organization which 
hig pluck and enterprise justly merit.” 


Losing Team Cause of Friction. 


Reports of fricticn between President Tay- 
-lor and his players have been frequent, the 
_Caures assigned being the poor showing of 

the club last year. after twice winning the 

pennant, and the fact that Taylor isa “ hkrd 

“loser."* These reports apparently have suf- 

‘ficient basis io alarm the American league, at 

least to the extent of providing fcr a change 

of ownership should the present head of the 
_club be unable to remove the fricticn or wish 
to dispose of the club. That the league itself 
“ig disposed to side with the players also ts 
_apparent, although President Johnson denied 
"emphatically ye statement .quoting him as 
,assuring ColliMs that the American league 
“Was behind him in the matter, “ hook, line, 
‘and sinker.” 


Hoosiers May Pley Here. 

Presidents Comiskey and Murphy of the 
local major league clubs had a brief confer- 
ence yesterday over the latter’s proposition 
to permit the Indianapolis ciub of the Amer- 
fean association to play Sunday dates on the 

.West and south side grounds in this city 
‘when elther major league team is not sched- 
uled at home. 

The Indianapolis club {s the only American 
association team which cannot play Sunday 
games at. home, and it was suggested by 
“President Murphy to Owner Watkins of the 
Hoosiers that his club be scheduled for Sun- 
day games like the other clubs and play 
them off in Chicago. It would be possible for 
Indianapolis to play on Sundays on the west 
side while Chance’s men were away without

TROUBLE AT WISCONSIN. 


Student Paper Declares War on 
Faculty-Yale Votes for 
Amalgamation. 


Ann Arbor, Mich., Jan. 10.—[Special.J— 
Prof. Albert H. Pattengill, Michigan's repre- 
sentative in the western college con- 
ference, said tonight that the special confer- 
ence called by Prof. Angell to meet in ra 
cago tomorrow for the discussion of football 
reform would be postponed one week on ac- 
count of the death of Prof. Harper of the 
University of Chicago. Prof. Pattengill de- 
clined to give out the name of Michigan's 
representative to the special convention. 

Michigan authorities tonight denied abso- 
lutely the story emanating from Detroit to 
the effect that the umversity had possession 
of evidence of professionalism against Capt. 
Eckersall of the Chicago eleven, said to be 
based on the betrayal of a former high school 
team mate. The denial is as emphatic as it 
is absolute. 


Declare War at Wisconsin. 
Madison, Wis., Jan. 10.—[{Special.]—The 
Daily Cardinal, in an editorial , headed 
“ Faculty Autocracy,"’ today made an open 
declaration of war on the University of Wis- 
consin faculty ag a result of the resolution 
of yesterday to suspend ‘footbal] for two 
years, It describes thé professors as a self- 
devised, self-created autonomy which seems 
destined to surpass even the autocracy of 
Russia. The editorial is of special signifi- 
cance because Prof. Slichter, one of the lead- 
ers in the reform movement, is the heaviest 
stockholder in the Cardinal. The editorial 

says in part: | 
“Lo and behold, the faculty In all its self- 
devised, self-created autonomy is an organ- 
ization which seems destined to surpass even 


' the autocracy of Russia in the degree of its 


powers. The rights. liberties, and feelings 
of those whose interests are most to suffer 
are not even consulted nor are they allowed 
to express an opinion when their cause is 
at stake, while the juggernaut of this autoc- 
racy rolls on, crushing down the rights of 
the student body; that Is, the right to an 
‘expression in matters of pérsonal interest. 


‘“‘Rejoicing in Ignorance.”’ 


*““ All the student body or any one else 
asks is permission to elucidate matters of 
80 much importance to their future welfare. 
Knowledge of football, which was not lim- 
ited to the classroom or to the bleachers, but 
was the result of years of experience, asked 
the privilege of enlightening the faculty on 
the evils and remedies of footba.., but this 
all important organigation eaid * No,’ and 
went on its way rejoicing in ignorance. The 
result was the premature action of last night. 
The Cardinal regrets that this radical move 
was taken by the faculty and is determined 
to fight it out to the end, believing it to be 
detrimental to the bést interests of the uni- 
versity and @ainst student and alumni senti- 
ment in general.” Gare

Distance of One Mile and a Six-

San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 10.—[Special.]— 
Dr. Gardner, now the reigning sensation of 
the Calffornia racing season, clinched his 
claim to greatness today by winning the 
Maxim handicap, at 11-16 miles, by almost 
three lengths in handy style, 

There were four starters, and at the end of 
the first half-mile Dr. Gardner gradually 
opened up a gap of six lengths. Lubin, 4 
slow beginner, made a grand stretch run, 
but he was unable to overtake the flying Dr. 
Gardner. The half was run in :48%, the 
three-quarters in 1:18%, the mile in 1:30%,.

Extensive New Construction and the 
Remodeling of Old Factories 
Under Way. 


CLEVELAND, O., Jan. 10.—** The prin- 
Cipal features of the week have been the 
advances of prices of a number of finished 
Products and the announcement that the 
steel corporation will make extensive addi- 
tions to plants,” Says the Iron Trade Re- 
view. “‘ With the exception of a weakness in 
bar fron and scrap, the market continues 
strong. 

“The blast furnace production of the United 
States Steel corporation for 1905 was ap- 
proximately 10,175,500 tons of pig iron, and 
11,995,000 of ingots. The best previous rec- 
ord was in 1902, with 7,975,500 tons of pig 
iron and 9,745,000 tons of ingots. 

“ The improvements decided upon include 
extensive new construction and the remode!- 
ing of a number of plants. This wil] in- 
Crease the furnace Capacity by 1,000,000 
tons, the ingot capacity by 540,000 tons, and 
the finished materia] capacity by 765,000 tons. 
The principal items of the improvements are 
the erection of two new blast furnaces at 
the Carrie plant and of ten fifty ton open 
hearth furnaces at Homestead, Pa. where 
the structural mill also will be remodeled 
and it’s production largely increased.

us we will stop making track bids on grain, 
following the custom in vogue there. This 
would be a slight advantage to Minneapolis, 
as Some grain comes to this market to get 
track bids that would naturally go there. 
The commission rate for selling grain in 
the east ought to be advanced from %c to 
%C, except the rate on export sales, which 

could be left at \%c.”’ 


“Taking the production of hogs throughout 
the world into consideration the present hog 
situation is practically without a precedent,” 
said M. M. Schultz in discussing the provision 
outlodk. ‘“‘There will be a good crop of hogs in 
lowa, Nebraska, Kansas, and Missouri, but 
in every other hog raising section of the 
world tiHere is an unparalleled shortage. 
Not only is there an immense shortage in 
European countries, but other parte of the 
United States outside of the corn belt, Cana- 
da, and Mexico wil have to be supplied from 
the four states named. It is a remarkable 
coincidence that the shortage should be so 
acute and world wide in its scope. In Aus- 
tria-Hungary, which occupies the same posi- 
tion in Europe as our corn belt does to this 
country, importationg, are necessary to sup- 
ply the domestic dem&ind, whereas in former 
years Austria~Hungary has exported hog 
producis to all other European countries. 
The same conditions, which practically 
amount to a hog famine, exist throughout 
Europe.’ Ireland has no exportable surplus 
this year, while normally it is a large ex- 
porter of fancy bacon and hams to England. 
Canada has decreased its killing 50 per cent 
from the average this year, and hogs are now 
selling there on a basis of 60¢c corn. Mexico 
is also buying our hogs in quantities for the 
first time in years. An idea of the shortage 
im the states east of Chicago may be obtained 
from the fact that 24 per cent of the receip:s 
of hogs at this place are being bought by 
eastern dealers for their domestic needs.” 


“I do not think any increase in commis- 
sion rates advisable at the present time,’ 
said a commission man. “In the present 
narrow condition of the market, sueh a move 
would be unwise in my estimation, unless 
all other grain exchanges would also agree to 
join in advancing commissions. I under- 
Stant that other markets are all opposed to 
such a proposition, and the Chicago board of 
trade is not in @ position toignore these com- 
peting exchanges and their growing facilities 
for transacting business. The Minneapolis 
chamber of commerce, for instance, is grow- 
ing rapidly, and already is encroaching on 
the business of this exchange. Under exist- 
ing conditions we are compelled to use every 
effort to keep the trade here. Minneapolis 
is becoming the natural wheat market of the 
country, and any increase in the cost of doing 
business here would be reflected in a substan- 
tial diversion of business to that city. Itis 
noteworthy, moreover, that practicaly all 
the leading grain men of other cities whoare 
also members of the Chicago board of trade 
are ardent advocates of higher commission 
rates here, but are not so forward in their 
efforts to increase rates in their own ex- 
changes. The deduction from this is ob- 
vious.’”’ 


The July oats deal of 1902 is still ilngering on 
the hantis of some of those commission men 
who have had margins tied up for three years. 
There are 35,000 of old style oats still open, 
sold by Wait-Thorburn, and bought by Mc- 
Reynolds, but with a number of other com- 
mission houses standing in between them, 
Broughton-Nichols, Ware-Leland, Mi!lmine- 
Bodman, and others. McReynolds is said 
to consider 45c a proper settlement price, and 
Thorburn wants to settle at 42c, because 
Bartlett-Frazier accepted that figure in 
winding up their trades with the shorts. 
Thorburn yesterday asked President Jack- 
son to appoint an arbitration committee to 
adjust the settling price. The request was 
refused for two reasons, Thorburn, being a 
suspended member. and not having any

The day before 
bids were reported 1s out of line, andit did not 
seem likely to cautious bulls that foreign flour 
brokers would take the trouble to cable bids 
6d lower tham those of the day before, when 
the higher bids were much too low to permit 
of any business being accomplished. A Min- 
neapolis message said: ‘‘ Looks as if small 
mills in the northwest were having a lot of 
difficulty in selling their flour. They are ask- 
ing for bidson No. 1 and No. 2 this morning, 
and seem anxious.” Local flour sales of 
9,000 bris were reported. 


“ Flaxseed looks like a fast moving propo- 
sition,”’ said a Duluth cable to Pringle-Fitch- 
Rankin. ‘Of course the foreigner may be 
owerexcited, but it looks as if he realized 
it was now too late to save the India crop. 
as he is just as willing to buy our new crop 
options as our old. The united kingdom has 
been slow to believe the foreign damage 
and has as yet bought nothing. If they should 
come in for their supplies on top of this con- 
tinental demand we eitmply could not supply 
them at the rate they would require. The 
last few days it has been simply a question 
of getting hold of some fiax in this market, 
getting a cableto the foreign buyer, and then 
the trade was made.” 


Cash wheat in the loca) market was in 
fair demand by home millers, and some im- 
provement wa@ claimed in the outside in- 
quiries. Sales of spring wheat. were e trifle 
larger, including 20,000 bu No. 1 northern. 
In Minneapolis a Mttle better inquiry was 
reported, both milling and elevator interests 
taking the No, 1 northern at 2@2%c under 
May.

Pessimistic advices om the outlook for both 
wheat and corn in Argentina were received 
by cable, a message to Slaughter from 
Buenos Ayres saying: ‘“ Thrashing impeded 
by rain. Big delay. Locusts arrived in corn 
belt. Fear there may be a big damage.” 
Rosano cable said: * Rainscontinue. Owing 
to heavy rains up country produce is coming 
forward slowly. Weatber is favorable for 
the growing crop of maize.”’ 

Shippers of grain are joining In the gen- 
eral protest against the new collection rates 
put in by Chicago banks on out of town 
checks. One shipper had to pay $37.50 for 
collecting checks amounting to $0,000 for 
grain sold to different poihts in the east, this 
cost eating up over 25 per cent of the profits 
on the business. Shippers are talking of 
having their eastern collections made by 
eastern banks. 


It is claimed the stock of lard In Chicago 
is less now than it was Jan. 1. This is the 
time of year whem stocks of lard and pro- 
visions normally should increase, and they 
usually have in the past, but the cash de- 
mand has been so great it has been impossi- 
ble for supplies to increase. The best buying 
of provisions the last few days has been by 
commission houses to filla rapidly expanding 
public demand. 


English millers apparently are less con- 
cerned about future supplies of wheat than 
some of the trade writers in England think 
they should be. The board's cable reported 
the attendance of millers at Mark Lane, 
‘* very small’’ yesterday, as it has been for 
peveral weeks. 


B. H. Woodworth of Minneapolis, the ele- 
vator man, who was on the floor yesterday, 
does not see the wheat situation with bullish 
spectacles. ‘*‘ There is Httle demand for 
wheat,’ he said, ‘“‘ and the demand for flour 
isn’t what it ought to be.”

NEW YORK, Jan. 10.—[Special.}—Profit 
taking in stocks was more apparent today. 


.Prices at the opening were well maintained, 


but the close was easy, with some stocks at 
the lowest. 

The principal influence in the money mar- 
ket was the response to the decided relaxa- 
tion abroad. Discounts eased both in Lon- 
don, Paris, and Berlin, and London exchange 
moved up briskly in Paris. Thies operated to 
prevent the expected profit on an engage- 
ment of gold in New York for export to 


Paris in spite of the further rise in foreign 


exchange in New York. Later gold exports 
are still looked for. 

Another item in the situation was the re- 
covery in the price of silver to the level at 
which gold was previously sent to Mexico 
from here to take Mexican coins out of circu- 
lation. Chicago exchange on New York also 
shows a tendency decline again.

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ASK TRAINING FOR GIRLS. 


WOMEN WANT PUBLIC scroo1 | 
COURSE IN MOTHERHOOD. 


Mrs. 0. N. Carter Urges, at West End 
Council, That New Lines of Educa- 
tion Be Followed, Saying Children’s 
Instruction in Domestic Science 
Does Not Go Far Enougl, buat 
Should Include Teaching of Duties 
of Wives and Housekeepers. 


A course in motherhood, to be made an 
essential part of the curriculum of the Chi- 
cago public schools, was advocated yester- 
day by the West End Mothers’ council, which 
tmet at the John Marshall school to discuss 
the “ Education of Girls to Be Future Wives 
and Mothers.” The idea of incorporating 
this training in the courses of domestic 
science first was suggested by Mrs. O. N. 
Carter.” It received the unanimous indorse- 
ment of the club members. 

The council decided to confer with other 
mothers’ clubs, for the purpose of laying 
some definite plan for the new course pote 
the board of education. 

“It seems to me,”’ said Mrs. Carter, “ that 
mere domestic science lessons for young 
women are not sufficient to prepare them for 
the home duties of later years. They should 
be informed well along all domestic lines. I 
would urge in the public school curriculum 
courses in nursing, in caring for infants, in 
training children, in choosing proper nourish- 
ment for the young, and in caring for the 
husband properly, as well as in cooking and 
house management. 


Urges New Circulating Library. 
**“ I would suggest also u..at the mothers’ 
councils of Chicago inaugurate a special cir- 
culating library comprising books that moth- 
ers and daughters, and, in some instances, 
sons, should read.” 

Mrs. Carter’s suggestions were commended 
heartily. Mrs. C. R. Dimond opened the dis- 
cussion of the subject, and emphasized the 
importance of reverence for motherhood. 

“T believe that parents should teach their 
children early in life,”’ began Mrs. Dimond. 
* Every time a child comes to you and asks 
you one of the delicate questions of life you 
should answer truthfully. It is the best 
way.” 


Shows Need of Training. 

Mrs. Charles E. Watt spoke of the neces- 
sity of training the daughters to become 
intelligent homemakers and wise mothers. 
She deplored the fact that few girls are pre- 
pared for such duties. 

‘* At present girls are not to blame for thelr 
ignorance,”’ she said. “We have modeled 
girls’ schools and curriculums too much after 
the standards and ideas of the men. Thusit 

that the training for girls is defective.” 

Mrs. M. B. Blouke said ignorance shoulé 
not be praised as innocence and commended 
the idea of a confidential relation between 
parents and children. Other women gave 
similar views on the subject. - 


PLANS FOR FIELD MUSEUM
